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rOEElVOHB 

The  Icwa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  waich  is  entrusted  -jvi  th  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  livision 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sumnarj^  data  of  an  nistorical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa,    and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years     there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers^  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  snowing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing 
State  and  Tederal  documents  and  report S;  under  the  supervision  of  l^Torman 
V,  Strand,  State-wide  T7ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricul- 
tural Ecomonics  and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  com- 
pleted on  Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration. 
Official  project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  28  and  30, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  lata  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  offi- 
cials who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa 
laws.    Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural 
statistics  would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRiaTLTimAL  STATISTICS  -  POLK  COimTY 

Polk  County  was  in  the  original  purchase  made  by  the  Federal  government 
from  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians  in  1842,     However,  the  title  remained  with  the 
Indians  until  1845,     It  was  officially  opened  for  settlement  on  October  11, 
1845,  by  the  firing  of  a  cannon  at  midnight;  and  by  sunrise  there  were  1,000 
new  settlers  in  the  county.     For  the  protection  of  the  Indians,  and  to  com- 
pel a  proper  respect  for  the  treaty  by  nome^dic  settlers,  the  government  es- 
tablished Fort  Pes  Moines  at  the  fork  of  the  Pes  Moines  and  Raccoon  rivers 
in  1843,     The  county  was  officially  established  in  1846  and  named  for  James 
K.  polk,  who  was  then  president  of  the  United  Stateso  _l/ 

Wilson  Alexander  Scott  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  county.  He 
arrived  a  short  time  before  the  soldiers  and  was  given  permission  by  the  Com- 
mandant at  Fort  Pes  Moines  to  settle  nearby  and  raise  com  and  hay  for  the 
garrison^     He  later  opened  a  ferry  and  became  very  prosperous.     He  donated 
the  land  for  the  State  Capitol  and  is  buried  in  the  southeast  part  of  the 
grounds.  2/ 

Other  prominent  settlers  were  John  Saylcr,  Fli  Trullinger,  Walter  Corey, 
John  Fisher,  Riley  Thornton,  and  Pr,   T.  K.  Brooks,  who  became  the  first  post- 
master in  Fort  Pee  Moines,     A  town  wns  laid  out  on  the  east  side  of  the  river. 
Opposite  Fort  Pes  Moines,  and  named  Prooklyn,     It  aspired  to  become  the  county- 
seat,  but,  failing J  it  disappeared  from  the  map.     On  the  85th  of  May,  1846, 
Fort  Pes  Moines .  became  the  county-seat.     The  town  of  Fort  Pes  Moines  was  plat- 
ted in  July,  1846,     The  name  was  changed  to  Pes  Moines  then  the  city  obtained 
its  charter  in  1857o     It  7/as  also  in  1857  that  the  State  Capitol  was  moved  to 
Pes  Moines.     The  first  railroad,  the  Pes  Moines  Valley  Road,  reached  the  city 
on  August  29,  1866;   and  the  Rock  Island  Railroad  came      one  year  later^  3/ 

Area 

Polk  County  is  approximately  24  miles  square  and  has  an  area  of  582  square 
miles,  or  372,480  acres,   4/    Of  this  number,  330,018  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
land,  o^l     There  are  19  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  twenty-third  in 
point  of  aize  in  the  State,   sharing  this  place  with  Lyon  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Polk  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terracey  and  swamp  and  bottom— land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  60,1  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and  are  divided 
into  Carrington  loams — 35.4  percent,  Webster  loams — 21^4  percent,  Lindley  fine

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sandy  loam — 1.9  percent,  and  Shelby  loam — 1,4  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover 
14.5  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Tama  loams — 11,1  percent, 
Clinton  silt  loara — 3.3  percent,  and  the  Tama  loamy  fine  sand — Oel  percent. 
The  terrace  soils  cover  11,4  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Wauke- 
sha loam — 4.4  percent,  Bremer  loams — 3,9  percent j  O'Neill  loams — 1.9  percent, 
Buckner  fine  sandy  loam-— -Oo?  percent,  Bremer  clay — 0.3  percent,  O'Neill  fine 
sand — 0,1  percent,  and  Chariton  silt  loam — 0„1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom- 
land soils  cover  14c  0  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams 
— 3„8  percent;  ??abash  clay — 4^1  percent,   Sarpy  loams — 4,3  percent,   Lamoure  silty 
clay  loam — lc4  percentj   riverwash— 'O.  2  percent,  muck  and  peat — 0»2  percent^  _5/ 

Topography 

There  are  two  rather  distinct  topographic  divisions  in  the  county,  the 
drift  area  in  which  a  few  knolls  are  found,  in  the  north^s'est  part  of  the  county 
and  the  rolling  loess  covered  region  in  the  southern  i^artc     Except  along  the 
Des  Moines  Hiver ,   the  slopes  to  the  larger  streams  are  very  gradual  in  the  drift 
covered  region.     Along  the  Des  Moines  River  the  topographic  condition  has  been 
modified  bv  erosion.     In  the  loess  covered  areas  the  slopes  to  the  streams  are 
relatively  steep  and  tne  divides  between  the  streams  are  narrower  and  more  rol- 
ling.    The  terraces  are  usually  nearly  flat,  although  some  of  the  older  ones 
appear  slightly  undulating  and  are  sDmewhat  eroded„     The  level  bottom-lands 
along  the  river  courses  are  broken  onlv  by  the  old  channels  of  the  streams.  The 
Des  Moines  River  has  a  channel  from  300  to  600  feet  wide„  Abo /e  and  adjacent  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Raccoon  River,  the  Des  Moines  River  Valley  is  nai'row  and  steep 
sidedo    Below  this  junction  the  valley  is  broad  and  has  a  well  developed  flood 
plain,  which  lies  from  120  to  140  feet  belov7  the  general  level  of  the  upland. 
The  Raccoon  River  channel  varies  from  100  to  200  feet  in  width  and  the  flood 
plain  is  about  a  mile  wide^     The  county  is  drained  by  the  Des  Moines,  Raccoon, 
and  Skunk  rivers  and  their  tributaries,  _?/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  52  years  (1878-1930)  was  49,6  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  86  years  (1844-1930)  was  31,9  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  aver£.ged  171  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  21  and 
Octoljer  9,  over  a  period  of  52  years  (1878-1930).  8/ 

population 

The  first  census  of  polk  Count  >■  was  the  Territorial  census  of  1846,  at 
7rhich  time  there  were  1,301  persons  listed.     In  1850  the  first  Federal  census 
recorded  4^513  persons,  and  the  growth  has  been  ver:/  rapid  since  that  time,

The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volujne  of  $2;  128^897  and  the  purchasing  coo-oerati ve s  trans- 
acted $150,158  worth  of  business^ 

Cooperatives  mav  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
f-onction  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distrioution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  15/

In  1909  J   the  record  year  for  apples,  145,895  trees  and  87,603  bushels 
were  listed.     In  1934  there  were  only  43^991  trees  and  44,798  bushelso  The 
record  year  for  plums,  cherries-  and  grapes  was  1909.     In  that  year,  41f391 
plum  trees  yielded  6,480  hushels,   48,199  cherry  trees  produced  14,091  "bushels, 
and  187,494  vines  "bore  947,761  pounds  of  grapes.     In  that  same  year,  the 
greatest  num"ber  of  peach  trees,  4,686.  was  recorded,  but  the  greatest  pro- 
duction, 1,003  "bushels,  was  listed  in  1934,  16/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as 
follows;     (1)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain j   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,     A  total  production  is  given 
for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  huskedo     In  getting  county 
totals  of  production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by 
the  yiele  (derived  "by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres 
husked)  and  added  to  suninations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as 
huskeo.Q  This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same 
yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors*   office  because 
it  ?/as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  bv  counties  only  and  not  by  townshipso     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years.,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown 
by  township  with  this  yieldj  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shown  to  gat  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county 
summary  table  figures  for  com  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  the.t  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productinns  for  the 
countyo 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as-* 
sumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are-   therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
f3Ur  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  24  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
■"onadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
